N ot only infantrv 
and cavalry have been m oved up, but also 
tield artillery, and large quantities of am ­ 
m unition and supplies. 
General Schofield having instructed Gen­ 
eral Miles to investigate the charge that 
the present dissatisfaction am ong the In ­ 
dians is due m ore to a lack of rations than 
a religious craze, he has sent Inspector- 
General H eyei to jth e W est. 
H e w ill visit 
all the arm y posts, and m ost of the agency 
stations. 
General M iles received a letter from an 
officer at Los Angeles which throw s further 
light on the M essiah m ystery. 
H e tells of 
an Indian from Nevada, answ ering the de­ 
scription given by Porcupine, who talked 
last spring w ith the officer. 
H e said his 
nam e was Johnson Sides, and he was 
know n by the Indians and w hites w here 
he lived as the ‘‘P eacem aker.'’ 
H e showed 
a m edal w hich had been given him by some 
C hristian society lor his efforts in doing 
good. 
H e talked about the Bible, and said 
he was desirous of m aking peace w ith 
everyone. H e told of Indians com ing from 
far off to see him , and show ed a pipe recog­ 
nized as from the D akota tribes. 
A ll of 
this coincides w ith Porcupine’s story. 
The officer writes th at he firm ly believes 
this good-natured Indian is the one who 
caused all the trouble. 
H e taught the In ­ 
dians the story of Christ, and the tim e 
w hen he would ouce m ore visit the earth, 
as taught him by the C hris'ian people. H e 
no doubt told th e story in his true u n d er­ 
standing, and the In d ian s are retelling it 
according to their likes and understanding.

S t. P a u l, Novem ber 24th.—A Pioneer- 
Press special from B ism arck says th at m ost 
of the Indians at Standing Rock are falling 
aw ay from Sitting B ull because of the fail­ 
ure of the M essiah to appear. 
All is quiet, 
although a sm all faction still keeps up the 
dance. 
No further dem onstrations have 
been m ade against the settlers betw een the 
agency and M andan, and they ate retu rn ­ 
ing hom e. 
T he stam pede of 500 fam ilies 
to E ureka and other towns from the east 
side of the river was caused by a wom an, 
who saw Indians on th e other side ad­ 
vancing and yelling, and gave the alarm , 
fearing they were com ing over to m assacre 
them . 
The people are now returning. 


NO FIGHT MATERIALIZED. 
B l u n t (S. D ), N ovem ber 24th —In the 
panic Saturday night, caused by th e re ­ 
ported approach of a band of Indians, 
great crowds of people m assed in the hotel 
here awaitiDg the fight, w hich did not 
come. 
Two children seriously ill w ith 
scarlet fever were brought in, and all the 
people were exposed to the disease. 
I t is reported to-night th at a half-breed 
was killed at F ort B ennett for not partici­ 
pating in th e ghost dance. 


NO DISTURBANCES AT ROSEBUD. 
C h ica g o , N ovem ber 24‘h .—A dispatch 
from V alentine, Neb., to the Associated 
Press says th at ration day passed quietly at 
Rosebud. N ot m ore than tw enty of Sitting 
B ull s followers cam e in, ow ing probably 
to the fact th at they helped them selves to 
G overnm ent beef. 
T here is no likelihood 
of a conflict unless the troop3 attem pt to 
arrest the fanatics responsible for the theft. 
Several m ore com panies of infantry are 
due to-night or to m orrow , but even w hen 
they arrive the fore? w ill still be too sm all, 
in the opinion of the officers, to m ake an 
aggressive m ovem ent. 
T he policy of the 
officers is to act in the m ost conservative 
m anner.

HUNTERS IN THE CHEROKEE STRIP DISARMED 
W ic h ita (K an.), 
N ovem ber 
24th.— A 
h u n tin g party, consisting of C. Ratone, H . 
C. H aughland, T. B oyton and A lexander 
Askew, citizens of A sfiland, w ent into the 
Cherokee strip a few days ago. 
They had 
perm its from the Deputy M arshal, and went 
into cam p on Saturday night, th irty m iles 
west of Coldwell. 
Soon atier several In ­ 
dian scouts appeared and ordered them out 
of the strip. 
They produced tn eir perm its, 
but the Indians refused to recognize them , 
and disarm ed the party. 
Ropes were tied 
around their necks and the scouts started 
north w ith their prisoners. 
W hen w ithin 
five m iles cf the State line th e h unters 
were released. 
T heir horses, cam p eq u ip ­ 
m ents and arm s were confiscated. 
The 
party will report the m atter to the G overn­ 
m ent authorities. 


CANNIBALS IN MEXICO.

LUXEMBURG. 


The Grand Duchy of Luxemburg now 
resumes its complete independence, the 
King of the Ketherlands being dead, 
Duke 
of 
Nassau, 
Adolph, who 
was 
deposed 
from the Duchy 
of 
Nassau 
long ago by Prussia, has gone to Lux­ 
emburg and taken his place as Grand 
Duke and ruler of the Duchy. 
But it is 
prophesied already that the Grand Duke 
will step down and out between this and 
the 1st of January, 1892, and that Em­ 
peror William of Germany will proclaim 
the annexation of Luxemburg to h¡6 em­ 
pire. 
Adolph will not even protest; on 
the contrary, there is every reason to be­ 
lieve that he will favor the scheme. 
The Grand Duchy was constituted in 
1837. 
Its area is 2,705 square milej and 
its population about ^50,000. 
Originally 
an unimportant principality, and lying 
between France and Khenish Prussia, it 
became a State of political significance by 
the edict of Charles IV., and a bone of 
much contention thereafter, and a point 
of vantage for ambitious princes. 
It fell, 
through Mary, daughter of Charles the 
Bold, to Austria and then to Philip of 
Spain as a gift from Charles V. 
Austria recovered it in 1713, by the 
peace of Utrecht, but France made con­ 
quest of it in 1794. 
In 1815 the Congress 
of Vienna made it a member of the Ger­ 
man Conferation, as a Grand 
Duchy, 
and the King of the Netherlands was 
appointed to rule it. 
The law prohibits 
the accession of females to its throne, and 
hence the young Queen to be—Willemine, 
the 10-year-old daughter of the deceased 
King of Holland—cannot rule over Lux" 
emburg. 
Since the Duchy has been gov­ 
erned b y the K iD g of the Netherlands it 
has had but one serious political diffi­ 
culty—that of 1830, when, as a result of 
the revolution, it was divided between 
Belgium and Holland. 
But in 1839 Hol­ 


land gained, peacefully, enough more ter­ 
ritory to make its share the larger. 
In 
1842 the Duchy joined the German Zoll- 
verein, and from that date until 1848 the 
country was torn by religious dissensions, 
which came to an end in the latter year. 
Napoleon III. attempted to buy the 
Duchy of King .W illem in 1867, but the 
North German Confederation protested, 
and the South German States threatened 
war if he attempted to complete the pur­ 
chase and take the property. 
In that year 
a conference of the powers was held in 
London, and it was agreed that Luxem­ 
burg should remain to the house of Nassau- 
Orange, and be forever a neutral State. 
But the probabilities are by no means re­ 
mote of that neutrality beine vacated by 
the ofifer of Luxemburg to become a por­ 
tion of the German Empire, William 
being the promotor of the oiler, of course. 
Belgium will object, but her protest, it is 
unlikely, will be given much attention. 
France will also consider the union un­ 
friendly, but neither will she be heeded. 
The great mass of the people of Lux­ 
emburg are of German nationality, only 
two villages being French, yet the language 
of legislation and of higher education is 
French, and the equality of the two lan­ 
guages is established by law.

RAILROAD LANDS. 


The status of the land grant to the Cali­ 
fornia and Oregon and Oregon and Cali­ 
fornia Railroad Companies has just been 
settled by the dismissal of an action 
brought in behalf of the United States 
Government in the United States Circuit 
Court in San Francisco. 
The suit was 
brought by the United States District At­ 
torney to enjoin the grantees of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Bailroad Company from re­ 
moving timber from odd-numbered sections 
sold to such grantees, or lands opposite 
completed portions of the California and 
Oregon Railroad, hut which portions were 
not completed within the time required 
by law. 
The bill of complaint alleged 
title in the Government and trespass on 
the part of the grantees of the company. 
The respondents were cutting timber on 
odd-numbered sections near Sisson’s, some 
sixty miles north of what has been known 
as the “Redding Adjustment.” 
When the 
case came on in the United States Circuit 
Court United States 
Distiict Attorney 
Garter, under instructions from Attorney- 
General Miller, had the suit dismissed, on 
the ground that tille to the odd-numbered 
sections from Roseville, iu Oregon, to the 


California State line, is complete in the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company. 
This practically perfects the title of the 
Central Pacific to ail of the lands similarly 
situated along the line of the California 
and Oregon and Oregon and California, 
and the result is one upon which the peo­ 
ple of Northern California and Southern 
Oregon can he congratulated, as it will en­ 
able the company to give settlers and oc­ 
cupants a satisfactory title to their hold­ 
ings rad help to open up and develop 
that whole section of country.

farm ers of this nation are not looking for a 
Casar or Cromwell or m illionaires, but for a 
Cinciunatus, and when he is found we shall 
know him by the character he bears and the 
work he has performed. 
Edmund Burke, the great English orator and 
statesm an, never ntiered a wiser and more tru th ­ 
ful sentence than when in the m idst of one of 
his grand and noble speeches he exclaim ed: 
'■When bad m en com bine the good m ust associ- 
ciate. else they will fall one by one, an unpitied 
sacrifice in a contem p ibie struggle.’' 
By vast com binations of capital and its un­ 
principled and oppressive m anipulation this 
dread alternative has been squarely placed be­ 
fore the laboring people of this country. While 
our wealth has been increasing with the most 
wonderful rapidity, the astonishing spectacle is 
presented of the producéis of th at w ealth as 
certainly and as rapidly growing poorer 
The cause of this unnatural condition of 
things we are most honestly and earnestly en­ 
deavoring to ascertain. lo d o this more easily 
and effectually, we are striving to bring the peo­ 
ple together and encourage them in the inter­ 
change of thoughts. No conclusions are de­ 
sired or sought but those th at are founded in 
truth. 
No remedy is expected or wished for 
th at is not dictated by perfect justice. The as­ 
sociates whose aid we are hoping to secure are 
all those iu whose hearts there continues to 
burn the pure fire of patriotism and love of hn- 
m auity. The m an or wom an who w ill coldly 
turn away from our appeal m ust have lost from 
their rem em brance the deeds and virtues of the 
patriotic dead. 
Already we have learned a few tacts th a t are 
of deep and vital interest to all our people. We 
have found in 1889 5,200,000 m en and women in 
the United States of Am erica working for an 
average of less than S20O a year, while the 
farm er of this couutrv gets on an average of 
8330 per year for the labor of him self and fam- 
i.y. We have also learned that Wall street and 
the national banks are the m ost powerful factors 
in shaping our national legislation, and that 
those highest in authority bend in most abject 
subserviency to the narrow and selfish dem ands 
of a purse-proud oligarchy. 
T hat at the dictation of a foreign money 
power our currency has been destroyed and a 
bonded indebtedness m ade to take its place, 
whereby untold millions of interest have been 
foiced from the hands of honest toil, while com ­ 
merce has been m ade to languish, m anufactures 
cease and all classes of industry aud im prove­ 
m ent move with uncertain and unsteady tiead. 
That the farms and public lauds of the n a­ 
tion are passing w ith frightful rapidity into the 
po.-session of syndicates and alien landlords, 
thus breaking down the strongest bulw arks of 
liberty—the independent hom e and the common 
s* hoo!. 
T hat the elective franchise is fast being de­ 
bauched by intim idation and bribery; th at the 
liquor saloon—the foul octopus whose hydra 
head upreared in every peaceful ham let brings 
sorrow, discord and destruction, aud whose 
sljm v arm s would drag dgwn every virtue and 
strangle every industry—has become a danger­ 
ous factor in politics as well as in morals. 
That one-half of our citizens, aud that the 
very best and purest and most law-abiding—our 
own true wives—are deprived of their rights 
guaranteed them by our great charter th at says, 
“All just governm ents derive their powers from 
the consent of the governed.” 
And, further still, have we seen that our State 
Legislatures are as a rule composed of idlers 
aud non-producers, and the Congress of the 
nation is filled w ith lawyers and bankers, nu­ 
m erically the sm allest class of our com m unity, 
giving them the absolute veto power of all leg­ 
islation, w hich power they have used for the 
enrichm ent of the favored few and the im ­ 
poverishm ent of the masses. 
But, brothers, the light is now breaking, the 
m orning beam s come stream ing over the east­ 
ern hills, presaging the speedy com ing of a 
brighter and better day. Like a great, grand, 
m ighty, irresistible tidal wave, the Farm eis’ 
Alliance and Industrial Union is sweeping over 
the nation, until to day from three score thou­ 
sand school-houses. those cradles of patriotism 
aud intelligence, there comes one firm aud de­ 
term ined protest against a longer continuance 
of these crying wrongs, and a united dem aud 
for the im m ediate introduction of better condi­ 
tions. Aud to this end, as prom inent features 
of the new order, we dem and: 
First—The entire abolition of National Banks 
and the substituí on of legal-tender Treasury 
notes, issued iu sufficient quantity to enable the 
business of the country to be transacted on a 
cash system; th a t such notes be m ade to rest 
upon any good security, and to be a full legal 
tender for all debts, both public and private, 
and bear a rate of interest not to exceed 2 per 
cent, per annnm . 
Second—Governm ent ow nership of all the 
agencies of public transportation and com m uni­ 
cation, and that they be operated in the interest 
of the people at actual cost. 
T hird—The restoration of all unearned land 
grants to the public dom ain, and legal provis­ 
ions m ade to prevent the securing or holding of 
large tracts of land by either corporations or 
aliens for speculative purposes. 
Fourth—The adoption by our next Legi-1 ature 
of w hat is known as the "A ustralian ballot sys­ 
tem of voting.” to the end th a t intim idations 
may cease aud the purity and secrecy of a free­ 
m an m ay be secured. 
F ifth—We hereby approve of the declaration 
of the Farm ers’ Alliance aud Industrial Union, 
held in the city of St. Louis, December 6 ,18S9, 
when it said: “ We are opposed to the saloon 
and liquor business in all its forms.” 
Sixth—The election of President, Vice-Presi­ 
dent and United States Senators by a direct vote 
of the people. 
Seventh—T hat while we continue the coinage 
of gold and silver as money they shall sustain a 
perfect equality as to coinage and tender. 
E ighth—T hat a proper aud safe educational 
qualification for the exercise of the elective 
franchise should be adopted, but no discrim ina 
tlon on account of sex and that they should for­ 
ever rem ain non sectarian. 
N inth—T hat our present public school system 
shall be m aintained and its efficiency increased 
more and more, as the exigencies ot the coun­ 
try may dem and, and th at text books used in 
the pub ic schools be furnished by the State at 
cost. 
T enth—T hat we recom m end such changes in 
the State law that iu the event of the death of 
the husband the wife has the same right to con­ 
duct and carry on the business as the partner 
has, without the long and tedious course of law 
usual in such cases. 
E leventh—That we favor a change in the 
State iaw th at w ill m ake taxes payable sem i­ 
annually. 
After the delegates had presented Colonel 
J, S. Barbee w ith a fine cane, as a testi­ 
m onial of their esteem, the first State 
Convention of the F arm ers’ A lliance of 
California adjourned sine die. 


T h e New York Evening Post, which is 
“free trade or nothing,” says: 
Now reciprocity is a good half-way house. It 
has high Republican authority to support it. It 
is embodied in the McKinley bill itself after a 
fashion—a bati fashion, indeed, but neverthe­ 
less it is there. Ibs existence there, and the 
support given to it by Mr. Blaine, enable Repub­ 
licans to employ it freely w ithout danger of be­ 
ing brought to book, and since the word has a 
very wide scope, not being lim ited to sugar or 
coffee or hides, and not being lim ited to par­ 
ticular countries or tongues, every one m ay use 
it w ith considerable latitude.

D irector Davis notified th e Board th at he 
had ordered two new w alks laid in 
the 
Tw enty-first and L street 
school-house 
yard, and m ade several o her repairs. 
I).rector Erlew ine, from the C om m ittee 
on the Course of Study in the schools, 
stated that he had spoken to the Principals 
in the several gram m ar schools in regard 
to the course of study taught by them , and 
had asked them w hether or not they 
thought the pupils were coaiDelled to study 
too hard, as some of the parents had 
claim ed. 
Some of the teachers stated that 
the course could be pruned a little w ith 
good results, but generally they considered 
th at the studies were not too difficult or 
num erous. 
Mr. Erlew ine said he intended to look 
into the subject more thoroughly, aud con­ 
sult a num ber of the fathers and m others 
of the pupils. 
H e thought that if the 
scholars were compelled to study as long 
as three or four hours a dev, it was tim e 
the Board should take up the m atter and 
reduce the num ber of studies.

SCHOOL-ROOM TOPICS. 


FIRST DAY’S PROCEEDINGS OF THE 
TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE. 


Interesting Addresses by Superintendent 
H oitt and Others—Practical Sub­ 
jects Head and Debated. 


The Sacramento County Institute con­ 
vened at 10 o'clock yesterday forenoon in 
the Capital Grammar School. The mem­ 
bers were called to order by Superintend­ 
ent B. F. Howard. Owing to the absence 
of Miss Keifer, Miss Jennie Anderson was 
elected as Secretary to fill the vacancy. 
Mr. Lipowitz and Miss McCormick hav­ 
ing resigned as members of Committee on 
Resolutions, Mrs. M. D. Merrill and Miss 
Dugan were elected to fill the vacancies. 
The teachers who responded to the roll- 
call numbered 143. After an invocation by 
Rev. J. B. Silcos. Miss Rosa Borchers ren­ 
dered “Norma” with great skill and ex­ 
pression, after which State Superintendent 
Ira G. Hoitt delivered an address of wel­ 
come. 
He spoke of the evident progress being 
mode in school work during the past year, 
notwithstanding inclement weather of last 
winter, and congratulated Mr. Howard that 
he was still Superintendent. He said the 
people should be congratulated still more 
ou having such a Superintendent as Mr. 
Howard, who had come up to every re­ 
quirement in past years. Mr. Hoitt then 
went on to say that no greater pleasure 
could be found" than in the perusal of 
books. He hoped the teachers would all 
go back to their work feeling greater in­ 
terest in it, and better fitted fcr it in every 
way.Rev. J. B. Silcox next addressed the 
teachers. He said he felt great sympathy 
for them, having been a teacher himself: 
and, having married a teacher, was still 
more interested. If the public only knew 
what cood wives they made, there would 
not be enough teachers to fill the vacancies. 
He thought every child possessed some 
latent talent, which only needed to be 
brought out; that some of our greatest 
men have been made by some one taking 
an interest in them and making them feel 
that they could do something for thern- 
Belves. Teach children to love beauty, and 
goodness will follow. 
More attention 
should be paid to the decorating of school- 
houses and school grounds. Make the 
school-room beautiful with pictures and 
frescoes, if possible, and by all means plant 
trees and lay walks around the grounds. 
The American nation should copy more 
after the Greeks, and teach, by seeiEg. the 
beanties of nature and art. Next to hav­ 
ing interior adornment, and in connection 
with it, have a good library and unfold to 
the child’s mind the beauties of Whittier, 
Lowell and Dickens. 
Give lessons in 
morality, as well; teach reverence and dis­ 
courage profanity. The great of many 
lands have fallen, not because they ¡acted 
intellectuality, but because they lacked 
morality; therefore teach the child to be 
manly, and modest as well, fot 
“ 'Tis only noble to be good, 
Kind hearts are more than coronets.' ’ 
City Superintendent Hart made an inter­ 
esting address. Speaking of the Institute, 
he said that it was organized for the teach­ 
ers to assemble and gain more uniform 
and harmonious methods of teaching. 
The school and the Government being 
closely allied, it rests upon the teachers to 
form the characters of its future members. 
He said teachers adhere to the text-book 
too closely. The text book educated scholar 
is of but little practical value. In order to 
form the desired uniform system, two 
things should be done. Teach only Eng­ 
lish branches in the primary' and gram­ 
mar grades, and have a national system of 
text-books. Political influence should be 
ignored in the selection of teachers, and 
they should be well remunerated for their 
services. 
* fter a few remarks by Superintendent 
lioitt, a recess was declared until 1:30. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
In the afternoon, Prof. W. S. Monroe, of 
Fasadena, sent a word of remembrance to 
the teachers. 
Miss Lillie Crowell rendered an exquis­ 
ite instrumental solo. 
Superintendent Fisher, of Oakland, the 
first speaker of the afternoon, wished to be 
excused on account of illness. Prof. Dici- 
inson then spoke in regard to ih e‘ Rela­ 
tion of Teachers to Their School.” Teach­ 
ers should understand their own physical 
and mental capabilities before trying to find 
out the child's powers. A knowledge of 
the physical organization of the child 
would greatly aid in the work of educating. 
Defects of ear and eye should be taken into 
consideration. The teacher is loco parentis 
during the day, and ought to make the 
child's physical welfare her first considera­ 
tion. He said the teachers are manufact­ 
uring near-sightedness by allowing cfcild- 
dren to stocp over their work. By follow­ 
ing the suggestions given, teachers would 
find the work of mental drill diminished, 
and the child would have “a sound mind 
in a sound body.” 
Julien W. Johnson next gave a method 
adopted by him in the teaching of history. 
He teaches by giving the pupils topics, and 
leaves them to find out all they can about 
each topic: to memorize as few dates as 
possible, but to let these be the most im­ 
portant. 
Then followed some very interesting 
illustrations on the blackboard.

MYSTERIOUS AFFAIR. 
A Chinawoman Beaten—She Die*, and 
Poison is Found in Her Stomach. 
Yesterday Coroner Clark was notified of 
the death of a Chinawoman that occurred 
under unusual circumstances. It seems 
that the woman died on Saturday evening, 
and her remains were sent to an under­ 
takers to be prepared for burial. 
County Pnysician White yesterday made 
an autopsical examination of the body, and 
reported that, while there were no outward 
evidences of violence, the congested con­ 
dition of the stomach indicated the pres­ 
ence of poison. 
Coroner Clark held an inquest on the 
body last evening, and the testimony of a 
couple of Chinamen was taken. It ap­ 
peared that the woman’s name was Goon 
Yon, and that she was about 35 years of 
age. Look Hoy testified that he was in her 
company on Saturday forenoon, and then 
went away. Returning some hours later, 
he found her in bed and dead. He knew 
nothing about the cause of her death. She 
had a husband named Chong Ah Non, who 
went to China last September. 
Ah Him testified that he saw the de­ 
ceased on Saturday in the room of one E. 
Wing (a Chinaman). A bucket of water 
had been overturned on the floor, and wit­ 
ness saw Wing kicking at the woman. He 
asked Wing what he was doing, and the 
latter replied that it was none of his busi­ 
ness—or words to that eflect, in Chinese. 
Tne woman left the room holding her 
hands over her stomach, as if she were 
hurt. She screamed when Wing kicked 
her.Witness said he baa not seen WiDg since 
he left the room on Saturday. He did not 
know whether or not the deceased took 
opium. The time he saw her was about 
noon on Saturday. 
Other evidence was to the effect that the 
woman died at about halt-past 0 o’clock in 
the evening. 
The jury returned a verdict to the effect 
that deceased came to her death from poi­ 
son, but whether administered to herself, 
or otherwise, was to the jury unknown.

TIMBER-CUTTING ALONG THE LEVEES 
MUST BE STOPPED. 


Another Batch of Street Sheds Con­ 
dem ned—alleys and streets to 
be Im proved—Etc. 


At the meeting of the Board of City 
Trustees yesterday morning the Mavcr 
called the attention of the City Engineer to 
tbe condition of the sidewalk on the north" 
east corner of Fifteenth sud E streets. He 
said it was a disgrace to the city, and ought 
to be repaired immediately. 
City Engineer Pierson said he had given ( 
the agent of the property notice some time 
ago, but as yet nothing nad been done in 
the way of laying a new waik. 
On motion of Trastee McLaughlin it 
was ordered that the owner of the prop­ 
erty be given three days’ time within which 
to commence work on a new sidewalk. It 
it is not begun in that time the city will 
construct the walk aud charge it to the 
property-owner. 
George Lichthart wanted to know why 
Trus'ee McLaughiin had put down new 
plaDk crosswalks on Twenty-third and L 
streets when the old ones, which bad been 
taken up to grade the street, were iu good 
condition, and had oniy been in use about 
eighteen months. He obj-cted to paying 
for the new crossings, and would go to law 
before the city got a cent out of him for 
the work. The old planks had been care­ 
fully stored away for replacing when the 
street work was finished, but the Street 
Commissioner had hauled them away and 
ordered new crossings. 
Mr. McLaughlin said it was the custom 
to lay Dew crosswalks on all newlv graded 
streets, and he had used the old planks in 
another part of t-e city. 
Atter considerable debate between Trus­ 
tee McLaughlin and Mr. Lichthart, the dis­ 
pute finally ended bv the latter declaring 
that he would cousult his attorney. 
Jacob Schwerdtle complained to the 
Board that a gang of hoodlums, who gen­ 
erally gathered near Twelfth and C streets, 
were committing depredations on the 
property in that vicinity. 
Fences were 
torn down, trees broken, etc. Mr. Schwer- 
dtle was referred to the Chief of Police. 
It was ordered that the Mayor be em­ 
powered to consult the proper authorities 
with a view to seeing that the names of 
sixteen voters, who were not on the last 
register printed, bs placed in the supple­ 
ment before the next election. 
On account of the trouble determining 
what amounts are due officers who act as 
substitutes, a resolution was passed order­ 
ing all regular officers to hand in their 
claims for the full month’s salary, aDd let 
them afterwards settle with the substi­ 
tutes whom they had employed during the 
month. 
The Surveyor was ordered to prepare 
another assessment roll for the work done 
in tbe alley, between Fifth and Sixth, J 
and K streets, so that the total cost of the 
paving will fall on the property-owners. 
The Board thought that one fourth of the 
cost of the woik could not be paid out of 
the special street improvement fund. 
A recess was taken untii 2 o’clock. 
At the afternoon session Trustee Wolf 
suggested that some action be taken to put 
a stop to the cutting away of brush outside 
the east levee. He said that in some place- 
the biush had been cut close up to the 
levee, the effect of which would be to ex­ 
pose the latter to the force of the water 
during freshets. 
City Auditor McKee said the law pro­ 
hibited the cutting of brush or digging 
earth within three hundred feet of the 
levee. 
An order was made requesting the 
Chief of Police to go to the place and see 
that the law is enforced. 
Notice of intention was given for the 
grading and improvement of Tenth street, 
from G to I; also that tbe alley between M 
and N, Twenty-first aud Twenty-second 
streets, be raised and graded; also that a 
sewer-pipe be laid in tbe alley between O 
and P, from Thirteenth to Fifteenth streets. 
Street Commissioner McLaughlin asked 
for authority to have a sidewalk laid in 
front of the property of Maria Foster on P 
street, between Tuurth and Fifth, at the 
owner's expense. 
The matter was laid over for one week. 
F. F. Dolaud appeared before tbe Board 
and spoke in advocacy of his demand for 
$125 for the useot bis proper v on Y street, 
where the drainage pump is located. 
Action thereon was postponed for one 
week. 
The Building Inspector submitted tbe 
following list of dangerous awnings: Nos. 
1021-22 Second street, 216 J street, 325 J 
street (second story), 1117 Second street, 
900 L street, G01 L street, 301 J street, 603 J 
street and 605 J street (second story). 
The awnings were by the Board con­ 
demned and ordered removed.

A Suburban Saloon Opened Contrary to 
the Ordinance. 
At yesterday’s session of the City Trus­ 
tees the Mayor read a petition from prop­ 
erty-owners and residents in the block 
bounded by J and K, Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth streets, asking that tbe 
saloon on t'necomer of Twenty-fourth aud J 
streets, conducted by Patsy Hefferman, be 
ordered closed. The Mayor stated that he 
did not think a license ought to have been 
given to Mr. Hefferman. He made no ap­ 
plication to the Board to conduct the 
saloon, as required by ordinance, and the 
City Collector should not have issued a 
license to him. 
Mr. Putnam was called in, and in answer 
to the questi in as to wliv he issued a license 
to Mr. Hefferman, said he understood that 
a decision of Jndge Sawyer settled the mat­ 
ter. He was not aware of tbe fact that a 
remonstrance had been previously filed 
with the Board, and would uot Lave sold 
the license, had he known any oujreiion 
had been made. 
The ordinance was read, andageneral 
discussion ensued, and iu the midst of it 
Mayor Comstock moved that the license be 
revoked. 
Trustees McLaughlin e.nd Woif wanted 
to give Mr. Hefferman a hearing before the 
Board, but the Mayor held that he had 
overstepped his bounds. 
The law com­ 
pelled him to make application before he 
opened his saloon. He had not done so, 
and was not entitled to his license. The 
prt per plan was to revoke the license arid 
compel Mr. Hefferman to come before ihe 
Board in due form with his petition and 
application, and abide by the decision of 
the Trustees as to whether they considered 
him a responsible man to conduct a saloon. 
Trustee Wolf thought this was not the 
proper plan, and suggested that *11 parties 
interested be given a hearing before the 
Board in the afternoon. It was so ordered. 
In the afternoon Mrs Hefferman was 
present to represent her husband, and the 
protesting property-owners wire there to 
represent themselves. 
After the matter 
had been discussed at some length, the 
Trustees decided to give the Heffertntns one 
week in which to file a petition—signed by 
a majority of the resideut9 of the block in 
which the saloon is located—for permission 
to conduct the place. If they do not, or 
cannot, comply with the law. then their 
present license will be revoktd.

J. H. Carder yesterday escaped being held 
for trial on a charge of burglary, and it was 
a very lutky escape for him, too. The tes­ 
timony, although of a circumstantial char­ 
acter, pointed very strongly at him, bat no­ 
body saw him commit the act, and there 
was some little testimony that in one sense 
established an alibi in his favor. 
F. T. Ripley testified that he was room­ 
ing at tne American Eagle Hotel during 
October, and that one night $18 and a 
watch were stolen from his room. He be­ 
lieved he had locked his door on retiring. 
(A key found iu Carder’s trunk was shown, 
but the witness said it was not the key to 
his room ) 
F. W. Inghaai testified that he had 
known Carder a tittle ovev a year. He was 
with the def-iid ml on the afternoon ard 
evening ot October 17.h. 
That uigbt 
Carder occupied tbe room with witness and 
his room companion, named Hayes. The 
defendant left the next morning He said 
it was 5:15 o’clock, and he was guiug to San 
Jose. Sometime at erwmd he returned and 
said his watch had deceived him. and that 
it was oniy 3o’c!jck. He said he had been 
down town waiting for the hotel to re- 
cpen. He stayed but a few minutes and 
again bade witness and Hayes good by. 
Defendaut had told witness that he had 
been given a cot in the hotel, but did not 
like it,' hence he was invited to sleep in his 
room Witness had not seen Carder since 
until he was brought back from San Jose. 
To the defendant's counsel witness said 
Carder had lent a ring to Hayes on the 
evening in question, ana when he returned 
to the room the nsxt morning he said hs 
was to get it, as he had forgotten il on go­ 
ing cut 
Clerk McMillan of the American Eagle 
testified that Carder engaged a cot on the 
afternoon of the 17ih of October. It w.-.s 
right opposite Ripley's room, in the hall. 
Tne next morning, about 5 o’clock, Carder 
came into the hotel from the street, saying 
he had gone out too early by mistake. 
Officar Gibson testified concerning state­ 
ments made to him by Carder relative to 
what money he had when be left here. 
The defendant said he had but $12, but in 
hisjeonversation mentioned outlays that 
would auiouut to over $20 (Ingham testi­ 
fied that Carder said, on the night he was 
at the hotel, that he had only $4 or $5 ) 
A man uanud Hanson declared that on 
the same night Ripley’s room was robbed 
some one attempted to get into his room in 
the same building. 
A key was found in Carder's trunk which 
would open the door of Riplev’s room, 
aud testimony was adduced to show that 
Carder reached San Jose on the 18 h of 
October; that on the 22d Ripley s watch 
was pawned in that city. 
Carder, however, proved that on the 
latter date he was at a house several miles 
from San Jose, and was there all day; 
hence the watch must have been pawned 
by another person. 
Judge Buckley concluded that it was 
one of those peculiar cases in which a ver­ 
dict of guilty could no; be reached, and he 
directed that Carder be released.

REPAIRING THE LEVEES. 
The Trustees Let a Contract to Face a 
Bail Spot with Granite. 
J. C. Pierson yesterday submitted to the 
Board of Trustees of the city a proposition 
to do the work of repairing the levee in 
the vicinity of W street, where the em­ 
bankment was undermined last winter. It 
provided for fiiiing in with granite the ca­ 
vity at that point, and also rip-rapping an­ 
other place between Q stree: and a point 
between S and T. The estimates and pro­ 
posed contract called for a granite filling at 
VV street—where there is now a depth of 
from 24 to 28 feet of water—for a distance 
of 59 feet from the bank, with a wall of 
granite, the filling behind the latter to be 
of earth, and rip-rapped on the top and for 
100 feet on either side. 
Tbe proposition a!s> embraced the rip- 
rapping of that sec ion of the levee be­ 
tween Q street and a point between S and 
T, with broken granite blocks weighing 
from 51 to 409 pounds. 
Mr. Pierson said the time to do the work 
was now, and his calculations had been 
made on the basis of moving earth at pres 
ent figures. After the rains commenced 
the expence would be greater. Iiock was 
also cheaper now than usual, beeause the 
quirrymen are anxiousto have it removed. 
Mayor Coms'ock thought that if the re­ 
pairs at VV s reet were made it might an­ 
swer for Hhis year That portion of the 
work would come to $13,000. 
Mr. Pierson said tbe calculations m aJeat 
a future date wouid have to be on a differ­ 
ent b-isis. They could get the rock cheaper 
now by taking a greater quantity. 
Trustees McLaughlin and Woif ex­ 
pressed the opinion that the levee must be 
protected, even if there was not the money 
in the City Treasury for the purpose. 
The Mayor requested a few hours in 
which to consult with the City Attorney on 
the subject, and the matter was laid over 
until 7 o’clock in the evening. 
The Trustees met again last evening, and 
alter a brief consultation in regard to the 
matter, awarded the contract to Mr. Pier­ 
son, at the figure named, for the entire 
work.

NATIONAL BANKS. 


A nnual R eport on tlie ir C ondition by th e 


C o m p t r o l l e r o f C urrency. 
W ash ik o io s, N ovem ber 24th.—T he an ­ 
nual report of C om ptroller of Currency 
Lacy covers the operations of the B ureau 
for the twelve m onths ending October 31st. 
D uring this period 307 new bankiD g asso­ 
ciations have been organized, SO have gone 
into liquidation and nine were placed in 
th e hands of receivers, a net increase of 
243, constituting a larger erow th than for 
anv sim ilar period since 1SG5. 
T he num ber of active banks October 31st 
■was 3,507. These banks have in capital 
stock $659 782,805; honds deposited to se­ 
cure circulation, $140.190,900. and bank 
netes outstanding, $179.755,042. including 
$54,790 907 represented by law ful m oney 
deposited to refffeem the circulation still 
outstanding. 
The gross decrease in circulation during 
the year, including notes of goid banks 
an d failed and liquidating associations, 
w as $22,267,772, and the decrease in circu­ 
lation secured by U nited States bonds, 
$5,248,549. 
A t the last report the gross deposits of 
these banks, including interest due to banks, 
was $2 023,502.007; loans and discounts, 
$1,970,022 687. 
B oth of these item s show 
a great increase over any previous report. 
The C om ptroller again calls attention to 
th e fact th at th e issue of circulating notes 
has become unrem unerative on account of 
th e high prem ium com m anded by Federal 
bonds. 
H e renew s th e recom m endation 
th at the obligatory deposit of bonds be re- 
dueed; circulation issued equal in am ount 
to tbe par value of th e bonas pledged, and 
th e sem i-annual duty fixed at oae-fouitb 
of o 'e per cent, per annum . 
The passage 
of the bill to this eflect now pending in 
both houses, w ould at once increase the 
volum e of paper m oney by about $15,000,­ 
000, w hich w ould in a m arked degree re­ 
lieve the present 
m onetary stringency, 
N ew associations could form 'm ore rapidly 
w ithout advancing the prem ium on bonds 
necessarily purchased by the Secretary of 
th e T reasury for the sinking fund. 
T he passage of the Act providing for 
th e purchase of silver bullion is considered 
by the C om ptroller tan tam o u n t to a dec 
iaration th at the N ational B anks will not 
be called upon to furnish the additional 
circulation evidently needed, and the dis 
cussion of the m easures providing for the 
extension and perpetuation of note issues, 
based upon som e new form of security, is 
deem ed inopportnne. 
A n exhaustive statem ent of the propor­ 
tion of coin, paper m oney, etc.. used in 
banking operations in 1881 and 1890 show s 
an increase in m oney equal to OS per cent., 
w hich is deem ed significant, w hen consid 
ered in connection w ith tbe present appar­ 
en t insufficiency in am ount of coin and 
paper m oney in circulation. 
The C om ptroller says it is evident that 
th e lack of currency is greatly aggravated 
by the retirem ent of national bank notes, 
w hich form of paper m oney alone possesses 
th at elastic property so essential in perfect 
circulation. 
A ll m oney issued direct by 
th e G overnm ent is necessarily non-elastic, 
by reason of its being in all cases available 
for the law ful m oney reserve of the n a­ 
tional banks, and in m ost cases possessing 
a legal-tender quality. 
T he C om ptroller says th at if th e rapid 
extension is a correct criterion, the national 
banking system is m ore favorably regarded 
th an heretofore, and th e transactions of the 
year have been attended by m ore th an the 
average degree of success.

H e is too out spoken in his free 
trade utterances to pícase the m ajority of 
the Democrats.
